SHANGHAI 
HOSPITALS. 


Or all questions to be put before 
to-morrow’s Meeting, none assured- 
ly is of more practical importance 
thar that of the General Hospital. 
The noods of this institution, it will 
be remembered, were the subject of 
sone correspondence which was 
published in the Municipal Gazette 
of March 9. Ina letter addressed 
to the Council the Governors of the 
‘Hospital explained that certain 
additions and reconstruction were 
necessary, in order to provide better 
accommodation for female patients, 
children, and the Hospital Sisters ; 
and an application was made to 
thd Conseils of the Intertational' 
Settlement and the French Con- 
cession for further grants not 
exceeding Tis. 20, in the 
proportion of two-thirds from the 
former and one-third from the 
latter, to meet the interest on thb 
cost of the new buildings. In 
round figures the Municipal Coun- 
cil of the International Settlement, 
which is all that concerns us for 
the present, was asked to increase 
its annual grant from Tis. 4,000 to 
‘Tis. 18,000. The Conncil’s ‘reply 
was to promise that an increased 
grant of Tis. 1 jould be in- 
cluded in this year's Budget, and 
that the Chairman would also “ pr 
sent the scheme in full for the 
Ratepayers’ information, so that the 
liability of future years may be 
clearly comprehended.” So far all 
is plain sailing; and interest 
accordingly centres upon a some- 
what vaguely worded note, to the 
effect that “it appears probable to’ 
a section of the Council that, in 
the future, some form of co- 
operative control will be neces- 
sary, either by means of a joint 
advisory Medical Board, or other- 
wise.” Whether this may be taken 
to imply that schéines are on foot 
to cast the whole’ constitution 
of the: Genbra! Hospital into the 























melting-pot, has yet to be shown. 
That supposition is supporttd’ to 
some extent by the further publica- 
tion of the whole” text of the 
Hospital trust deed, as‘ if to per-| 
suade ratepayers to study the 


constitution of the Hospital and 
prepare themselves to pronounce 
judgement. It is a somewhat 
‘doubtfal question how many of the 
community will avail themselves of 
the opportunity. Yet perasal of 
this weighty document reveals one 
curious fact, that if at any time it 
should be deemed advisable to 
discontinue the Hospital, land and 
buildings are to be sold, and the 
proceeds divided between the. 
French and International Munici- 
palities. In other words the 
founders of the Hospital, splendid 
work as they assuredly did, failed, 
in common with other founders of 
Shanghai, to appreciate the size to 
which the Settlement would grow. 

Hence the present trouble, which 
is indeed of no new growth and has, 


‘on occasion, given rise to no little 
And 


friction and heart-searching: 
at the outset it should 
phasized that whatever cr 
may be passed upon the condition of 
the General Hospital, no bias of 
personal feeling or partisanship 
must be allowed to intervens. The: 





plain facts of the case aro that the 
Tequirements of Shanghai have out- 


= 





rown the caj ies of the 
Froapiial, and there is no question 
whatever in the present discussion 
‘of deficiency in management and 
bursing. Those who know the 
Sisters best are they who speak the 
most highly of their uncomplaining, 
self-sacrificing devotion ; and the 
present movement is not to call their 
Administration in question, but to 
amend a state of affairs from which 
it can be said by one close observer, 
that for the past ten years the day 
staff at the General Hospital has 
been usually, the night staff steadily, 
éverworked. More than a year 
dnd a half ago detailed representa- 
tions were laid before the Governors 
‘of the Hospital’s immediate needs. 
By the terms of the Sisters’ agree- 
ment they are specially exempted 
from the necessity of handling 
certain cases, while the prevalence 
of others has pointed in the past to 
the obvious wisdom of building an 
Isolation Hospital. Apart, however, 
from the patients thus set aside, and 
from the requirements briefly indi- 
cated in the Governors’ letter to the 
Council, the growth of Shanghai is 
manifest in considerable overcrowd- 
ing and inconvenience at the Hospi- 
tal. Indigent convalescents, chronic 
cases and drunkards form an in- 
tolerable incubus on the free ward, 
leading in some instances to the 
mingling of freeand third-class pay- 
ing patients. OF these three classes 
some may be provided for in the 
new Casual Ward, which is fore- 
shadowed in the near future in the 
Captain-Superintendent’s Report 
for 1910. But chronic cases can- 








UN 


not be treated as casuals, and are 
equally impossible as inmates of an 
institution so limited as the General 
Hospital. ‘The same must undoubt- 
edly be said of Orientals ; while 
tubercular cases and children have 
to be dealt with as best they may, as 
the only alternative, in the absence 
of proper provision, to excluding 
them altogether, It was further 
pointed out that the Hospital suffers 
from perpetual shortage of Sisters, 
which applications to the Commun- 
ity of Saint Vincent de Paul in 
Paris for farther assistance have 
entirely failed to alleviate ; and that 
nothing but the splendid energy of 
the present staff could have en- 
abled the Hospital to serve the 





community as well as it bas donc 


with its very narrow resources. 

In respect of the deficiency of 
Sisters, the suggestion for the 
formation of a joint advisory 
Medical Board should in all prob- 
ability serve to eliminate one com- 
plaint, Assuming that the idea is 
to bring all hospitals in Shanghai 
on a common footing more directly 
under Municipal control, it may be 
supposed that the Council would be 
able to appeal to the Communit 
of Saint Vincent de Paul witl 
greater effect than the semi-private 
body of Governors. But  whils 
the shortcomings of the General 
Hospital are thus receiving attention, 
the position of the Victoria Nurs- 
ing Home must not be neglected ; 
‘and it would seem that hardly less 
urgent a need could be advanced 
for additional building in this 
institution than in the case of 
the General Hospital. That any 
such demand will be made, until it 
is seen exactly what can be dono 
for the latter applicant, is scarcel 
to be expected ; and it is possible 
that until that date the proposal for 
a joint Advisory Board may not 
take any very definite shape. To 
put the General Hospital entirely 
under Municipal control—if indeed 
the suggestion amounts to that— 
is a reformation that would need 
very close examination before it 
could be accepted. That the 
Governors are alive to their res- 
ponsibilities is proved’ by the letter 
now before the Council, and thus 
far thete would appear to be little 


call for their supercession, while’ 


the alternative proposal involves a 
multiplication of boards and com- 
mittees of which, it may be thought, 
theré are already quite enough 
within the domain of the Council. 
Moréover, a certain rivalry between 
the different hospitals of Shanghai 
js not ‘an unhealthy ingredient in 
their success, always provided that 
such rivalry is not permitted to 
degenerate into partisanship ; and 

is stimulos must disappear with 
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the introduction of joint control. 
For the moment the obvions neces- 
sity is to enlarge the General 
Hospital and, if possible, to 
strengthen the staff : and a univer- 
sal desire will be felt that both’ 
requirements should be satisfied on 
a sufficiently generous scale to avoid 
the spectacle, unhappily too com- 
mon with all hospitals, of the 
Governors coming again snd again 
hat in hand before the public.

SHANGHAI ICE COMPANY. 

‘The twelfth ordinary meeting of the 
Shaoghai Ice,Cold Storage and Refriger- 
ation Co,, Ld., was held at the Chamber 
of Commerce rooms last Friday s{ternoon 
ben Mr, Jobn Prentice presided.

Tax romance of Shanghsi must 
often have appealed to the imagina- 
tion of anyone gifted with the 
smallest historical sense; and al- 
though the outward form of pre- 
sentation is unattractive, such 
romance is, perhaps, nowhere more!

wondered what the 
of Shanghai, even the 
n of forty years ago, would 
have said of this bulky Report and 
the hundred activities to which it 
bears witness. In the year 1870 
Shanghai contained 1,666 for- 
eigners. At the last quinquennial 
census, taken in October 1910, the 
foreign population had risen to 
13,536, not including « shipping 
community of 1,755 persons ; while 
the Chinese population had risen 
from 75,000, roughly speaking, to 
Tn many ways no doubt, 
incerely to be wished that 
residents bad been able to 
exorcise greater imagination. The 
Engineer's Report, for instance, re- 
fors to the Bubbling Well and Jess- 
field Roads as “ two of the few cases 
where we have to thank our fore- 
fathers for the exercise of consider- 
able foresight.” Even here, it is 
shown, are points at which, with 
the increase of house-building, traffic 

roblems must in dae course arise. 
Bilsowbere, of course, the want of 
propor anticipation of the recent 
growth of Shanghai, bas entailed 
endless expense and almost insuper- 
able difficulty in readjustment to 
modern necessities. While we are 
on this subject, a suggestion, born 
of the correspondence in this week's 
Gazette on the question of reassoss- 
ment, may be mentioned. The 
Council has decided that it would be 
inadvisable to shorten the ordinary 
quinquennial period for considera- 
tion of the demand ; and whether 
the question will be brought up 
for discussion at the Ratepayers’ 
Meeting has yet tobe shown. But 
if, on the showing of twenty-seven 
large land-owners or firms repre- 
senting landed interests, the market 
value of land has steadily dropped 
during the last four years, the 
obvious policy for the Council is 
surely to buy extensively while 
prices are low. The fulfilment of 
such a policy would doubtless 
involve the raising of fresh loans, 
an expedient that must, in ordinary 
circumstances, be eyed narrowly. 
Bat in a case like the present one, 
of extreme public utility, the 
circumstances are not ordinary.

Immense relief, as both the En- 
gineer and the (‘aptain-Superiaten- 
dent agree, has been afforded to 
traffic in the Nanking Road by the 
introduction of wood-paving. On 
this question the Engineer includes 
in his Report some bighly sugges- 
tive statistics of the relative attrac- 
tions of wood and macadam, as 
shown by a traffic census taken 
recently between 8 a.m. and 2 p.m., 
when it was found that 379 more 
vehicles crowded oa to the wood- 
paving than those that kept to the 
macadam, although the latter was 
twice the width of the wood. The 
whole question of roads is at once 
scientifically and attractively treat- 
ed in the Enginoer’s Report, which 
gives account of extensive experi- 
ments in foundation work and 
surface treatment. The wealth of 
detail, however, contained in this 
section of the Municipal Report is 
too vast for discussion within the 
‘compass of this article, and it must 
be left with an earnest recom- 
mendation to ratepayors to read it 
for themselves. In turning to the: 
Captain-Superintendent’sReport wi 
may note, before passing wholly 
from the topic of publi thorough. 
fares and convenience, tae welcome 
intimation that the Watch Com- 
mittee i devising some means of 
checking the intolerable nuisance 
of what is rightly described as 
“the freak motor horn line” ; in 
which it is to be hoped that th 
excessive clanging of tram bells 
will not be overlooked. Tt will 
only then remain for the Harbour 
Authorities to exercise a similar 
discretion in respect of the smoking 
and screaming of steamlaunches. 
With regard to the normal work of 























tereating table of statistics 
showing that whereas the number 
of persons, proportionately to the 
whole population, apprehended by 
the police in London during 1910 
was only one in sixty-six, in Shang- 
hai it was us high as one in five. 
It is to the credit of the Shang- 
hai force that fifty-nine per cent of 
stolen property was recovered, 
whereas in London the percentage 
was but (wenty-four. The diffic- 
alties under which the police have 
to work in Shanghai are well known 
and well-nigh insu Native 
officials who administer the ter- 
ritory surrounding the Settlement 
are quite indifferent to the question 
of crime within it. Paoshan, in 
particular, affords a secure asylum 
to criminals expelled from the 
Settlement : and in the meantime 
the procedare of the Mixed Court 
continues to afford as little sa 
faction as ever in respect of the 
cases submitted to its jurisdiction. 
Qn one recent occasion the help of 














the City Magistrate was invoked in 
lorder to have an evil-doer flogged 
‘in the Native City. The innova- 
tion is to be commended as suggest~ 
ing some slight addition to the 
power of the law for the purposes of 
terrorizing the evil-doer. But such 
an expedient is cumbrous at best, 
and cinnot compare with the ideal 
lof reintroducing corporal punish- 
ment as a part of the Mixed Court 
‘wrmoury against crime. 

From Police Force to Volanteora 
the transition is nataral. The out- 
standing featare of the year was, 
of course, that the Volunteers were 
called upon for practical service in 
connexion with the abortive riots 
of last November ; and it is highly 
satisfactory to read that they ac- 
quitted themselves with admirable 
promptitade and effect. “These 
troubles, slight as they were,” writes 
Lieut.-Colonel Barnes, “are im- 
portant for several reasons, as far 
as the S.V.C. is concerned. They 
show how rapidly and with how 
little fass the Corps can be got 
under arms; they show, oven to 
the least heeding, the value of the 
rps at a pinch ; and they stimu- 
Inte some of the younger members 
of the community, who might be 
Volunteers and are not, to repair 
the omission.” As regards tho last 
deduction we may point to the 
increased numbers of the Corps 
already noted in these columns. No 
small part of the Report is given to 
explanations of certain ordinances 
which created some friction last 
year, notably with regard to the 
Shanghai Rifle Association. In ordi- 
nary circumstances it is obviously 
impracticable for a Commandant to 
explain the why and the wherefore 
‘of all his actions. Conditions of 
service in Shanghai are, however, 
exceptional ; and those who may 
have failed on reflexion to grasp 
the purport of last year’s regala- 
tions should find satisfaction in the 
very clear and reasonable statement 
which, now that the immediate heat 
of controversy has subsided, finds a 
timely place in Lieut.-Colonel 
Barnes’ Report. Of other contri- 
butions to Part I, the Health 
Officer’s Report contains so much 
that has, of late, freely been 
discussed that further reference to 
it, for the moment, may be omitted, 
hough there is a note on the pre- 
valence of smallpox which should 
be brought to the attention of those 
who are remiss in being vaccinated, 
A minimum of once every three 
years is enjoined until the vaccina- 
tion no longer takes. Regarded as a 
whole the Municipal Report cannot 
be read without an access of res- 
pect for the amount of work!per- 
formed by the various public de- 
partments. Yet eyen with this, the 
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thought inevitably presents itself 
that in very few cities in the world 
would the system that works in 
Shanghai prove acceptable. To dis- 
pose of the Budget alone in a single 
afternoon, even if it could be sup- 
posed that a far larger proportion of 
the community studied its details 
closely than is probably the case, 
would be an impossibility ; and it is 
conceivable that another forty years 
may seo even greater changes in 
the constitution of Shanghai than 
those which the past forty have 
witnessed in its complotion. 








THE CRISIS IN 
MEXICO: 


March 18. 


‘Tax decision of the United States 
Government, foreshadowed in recent 
telegrams, to intervene in the affairs 
of Mexico will causo little surprise 
to those who have followed the 
history of the Central-American 
Republic. The intervention, it is 
stated, is to take the form of a 
demonstration in force on the Texas: 
frontier, under the guise of im- 

tant manceavres. Three cruisers 
Pave beon dispatched to Tampico on 
the Gulf of Mexico, and a strong 
force of troops is being sent to the 
Mexican frontier, accompanied by 
three aeroplanes, “to be used for 
scouting purposes,” which are, 
presumably, intended to lend 
similitude to the story of experi 
mental manwuvres. According to 
telegrams received to-day, the ac- 
tivity of the craisers at Tampico 
to be confined to taking in coal. 
Bat there is space enough on the 
Texas frontier for operations on the 
part of the troops which will convey 
to the insur ents a friendly warn- 
ing of the determination on the 
part of tho United States to insist 
‘on the pacification of the district, 
and the preservation of life and 
property in Mexico. It is op 
this frontier itself that most of 
the recent fighting between the 
Federal troops and the insur- 
gents has taken place. The bone 
of contention seems to have been 
the possession of the town of Ciudad 
Juarez, situated just across the Rio 
Grande opposite El Paso, the in- 
habitants of which city appear to 
have regarded the periodical visits 
of the revolutionaries, and the sub- 
sequent guerilla warfare, with feel- 
ings akin to amusement. In these 
operations everything, of course, 
has been in favour of the insurgents, 
Their small, mobile force, ready 
and willing to take to the hills on 
the approach of any large body of 
Federal troops, has everything to 























gain and nothing to lose by pro- 
longing the campaign, when it is 
remembered that the scone of 
operations is situated some 1,500 
miles from Mexico City. _Revolu- 
tion, troublesome, even if seldom 
formidable, is, unfortunately, tradi- 
tional in Mexico. Never, since 
Mexico gained her independence 
from Spain and established herself 
‘as a Republic, bas any settled order 
of government been maintained. 
Never, that is to say, until General 
Porfirio Diaz, in 1884, by sheer 
forco of personality, returned to the 
Presidency he had vacated four 
years before, and became in fact 
the absolute sovereign of Mexico. 
His rale may be described as a 
benevolent despotism, and if bis 
treatment of his opponents has 









occasionally been severe, the 
patriotic natare of bis motives has 
never been called in question. 





The most serious portion of the 
news from Mexico, therefore, would 
seem to be contained in the report 
that Mfexico’s “grand old man,” 

in his eighth Presidenoy 





age, is seriously ill. “As recently 
as Jane 1910, the Presidential 
elections revealed the existence 
of an anti-Government party which 
was prepared to go to extremes. 
Tts leader, Seftor Modera, was 
imprisoned, as a measure of precan- 
tion, and on his release fled to the 
United States, where the old friend- 
liness existing, in the time of Pre- 
ident Roosevelt's régime, between 
the Washington Government and 
Mexico was suspected of undergoing 
a change. opposition to Pre- 
sident Diaz is, no doubt, based upon 
that he has systematically 
shelved the popular control supposed 
theoretically to be exercised over 
in Government. The

"What- 
ever economic progress Mexico has 
achieved in its first century of in- 
dependent existence, it owes, with- 
out a donbt, to tho efforts of its 
President. ‘The introduction of 


by the Preside 
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foreign trade, and the development 
of the natural resources of a coun- 
try by no means unfruitful, demand- 
ed for its realization a state of in- 
ternal peace which it was his con- 
stant effort to secare. His methods 
may be called in question, bat it 
may be doubted whether, in view 
‘of the past history of the country, 
any other course was open to him 
than that which he adopted. Social 
regeneration, in a country like 
Mexico, can hardly be effected in a 
quarter of a century, and it is, un- 
fortunately, certain that singularly 
little has been done in this direc- 
tion, The social and political 
condition of the people remains 
practically what it was at the 
time of President Diaz's first 
period of office, and signs aro still 
wanting that Mexico is ripe for 
popular or representative govern- 
ment. 

In these circumstances the fature 
condition of the country may well 
become an object of immediate 
concern to the United States and of 
not purely academic interest to the 
outside world. It is scarcely to be 
expected that Mexico has in re- 
serve another “tyrant,” a term not 
necessarily used in a disparaging 
sense of the quality of General Por- 
firio Diaz. The present rebellion 
gives no indication of the existence 
of military oligarchy capable of 
carrying on a form of government 
which should be even superficially 
successful. Such opposition a 
there is, is mainly negative in 
character, exprossing rather « 
general discontent with the present 
state of affairs than an alternative 
policy or 2 scheme of reform. 
Administrative experience is con- 
centrated in the person of the 
President, and the defects of over- 
centralization aro bound to make 
themselves felt with ever-increasing 
force, as the venerable President 
Ginds his years weigh heavily upon 
him. The situation promises to 
resemble, in its general fines, that 
at present existing in Portugal, 
where an almost equally inex 
perienced Government has to grap- 
ple with an even more chaotic condi: 
tion of affairs. The Monroe doctrine, 
providing as it does for the non 
intervention of extra - American 
Powers, involves at the same time 
the responsibility of the United 
States for the preservation of some 
semblance of peace and order 
throughout the American States. 
Without disputing in any un- 
friendly way the right of a Mexican 
Government to manage its own 
affairs, the Washington authorities 
may well feel called upon to insist 
on the restoration and maintenance 
of some form of stable Government 
‘in Mexieo.

CHINA'S FAMINES. 
‘To the Editor of the 

“Nosra-Curwa Datty Nev 

Sin,—Your colamns this morning 
ting the actual famines which bave 
occurred in Chins are about as severe 
‘acondemnation of the Chinese Govern- 
ment as can well be penned. It is 
noticeable fact that Shanghai and 
ners in Chins generally have 
ed from contributing to the 
present [amine, for the following among 
otber reasot 

‘At the time of the previous famine 
in 1907 foreign and Chinese relations: 
‘wore badly strained, and it was felt that 
‘a movement in relief of the famine, in 
which foreigners and Chinese would 
co operate together on pnrely buma 
tarian grounds, woald prove to the 
Chinese Government and people alike 
that there was 00 opposition to or 
dislike of Chinese oo the part of 
foreigaera on purely racia} groands. 

Foreigners and Chinese oa the Com- 
mittens passed what was, called self- 
denying ordinance by which all refased 
to accept any sort of decoration or 
reward from the Chinese Govcroment. 
‘Tho whole world practically subscribed 
to relieve the distress. 

It was widely koown that the Com- 

mittee urged very strongly upon the 
Chineso Government the necessity of 
taking preventive measares. They sog- 
gested to the Government two re- 
medies : 
1. That the British Government 
should be asked to lend an officer well 
acquainted with famine prevention work 
in Indie, It was felt that much could 
be learned from the experience of the 
famine department in that country wbich 
might be useful to China. The Govern- 
ment listened, bat did nothing. 

2, It wae strongly urged opoo th 
Government that Mr. de Rijke or some 
other foreign engineer sbould be ap- 
poiated to advise the Goveroment how 
to drain the low-lying lands and thos 
remove the cause of this constantly 
ocourriog distress, The Goveroment was 
informed in the clearest langaage that 
‘the same cause would produce exactly 
similar results. 

The warning again fell apon deaf 
ears. Three short years bave been 
safficient to prove how well founded 
was the warning. 

‘The Chinese Government would not] 
spend the money nor employ foreign 
brains and experience. As soon as the 
trouble was over it was forgotten. The 
fature could look after itself. 

Tn the autumn of last year as soon as 

gain loomed in sight the offi- 
cials turned their eyes immediately 
to the foreigaera and themselves game) 














































































forward with an sppesl and rongbt to| 
Shift the reepopsibility for relief from 
their own shoulders to those of the 
charitable foreigaer. 

Tt has been well-known in Shanghai 
that, since the last famine, the Govero-

in giving employment to great nambers 
of people, If they can fiad money for 
such an enterpriee they surely sbonld) 
be required to ondertake the support of 
ir own people. 

It is quite eafe to say that io a very 
few years another famine will occar ip 
the same district, and from the same 
cause, The Chinese Government is 
still doing nothing to remedy « deplor- 
able state of aflaire—lots of people are 
dyiog—the famine is nearly over— 
orerytbing will be forgotten till the] 
whole miserable business start over 
again.

Another side of this signifcant in- 
cident in the career of Moses is worth 
attention, Moses was on Horeb with 
the sheep in the pursuit of a very 
commonplace duty. ‘There must have 
been very little to break the monotony 
of thore days ; occasional depredations 
by man or by beast to bs gaarded 
‘against, otherwise only the pastare and 
the watering of the sheep. Here on 
the ground trampled ander the fect of 
the flock God called to him and enid, 
Moses.”

Thus close the earthly 
Iaboors of one of the best koown 
edacators in Central China. 

‘Dr. Anderson arrived in Chins io 
1882. For a little more than one year 
‘he was stationed in Nansiang. In 1884 
he wes transferred to Soochow, which 
was the scene of his life's work. The firet 
eleven years of his missionary life were 
‘spent almost wholly in evangelistic work 
‘and for almost ten years be was presidiog 
elder of his district—the Soochow 
district. In 1894 be began his firet 
educational work. He established « 
large school for boys in almost the exact 
contre of the city, This school grew 
in numbers to sboat « bundred and was 
one of the most successful” schools ever 
carried on in Soochow. It was in 1899 
that he entered upon the crowning work 
of the establishment and deve- 
lopment of the Soochow University, 
which was first opened in the buildings 
of the old Boffington College. Dr. 
was on furlough in 

1900, and at a great 
meeting of his church (the 
Episcopsl Church, South) 
in the city of New Orleans, be 
raised about @.$50,000 for the Soo- 
chow University. Since that time 
‘this fond bas been increased to 
almost G.$100,000. In 1910 Dr. 
Anderson was sent to America by bis 
mission to represent it in the General 
Conference of his Church. He made a 
deep impression upon the conference, 
jnst as he had always stirred all who 
ever beard him speak, especially an the 
ject that. was so near to bis heart, 
Christian education of Chit 

Dr. Anderson's death is not only 
felt deeply by the missionery com- 
munity of Soochow, and the Chinese

A beantifal memorial service was beld

CHINA'S REPLY TO ROSBIA, 

It was hoped for s few days that 
Chioa’s reply to Rosia had been satis 
factory and that there would bs oo 
farther acate friction between the two 
countries. But though Chinese 
reply was satisfactor ¢ pointe, the 
second Rassiso note characterized it as 
‘unsatisfactory in other respects. The 
three principal objections to it, from the 
Rassiao point of view, were that Chios 
bad not made an anqoalified admission 
that Rassians bed perfect freedom of 
trade in the New Dominions, that Chios 
had not agreed to suppress Chicese 
monopolies and that provision was not 
made for the immediate application of 
the conceded points, specially the mat 
of extraterritoriality aod ite beariog 
upon the Goan Baok case, to wbich 
Rossia attached considerable im- 
portance. 

It will be seen by the summary, 
which appears in another colamn, of 
China's second reply, that there is still 
some diversity between the Rassian and 
Chinese views of the manner in which 
the Treaty of 1881 should be interpret- 
ed. China contends that the establish- 
ment of Chinese monopolies cannot 
infringe the rights of Russians ander 
the Treaty, becanse, the Imperial 
Government argoes, ‘the Treaty only 
gives Russians the right to import snd 
tell all kinds of foreiga goods and to 
export for aale elsewhere every doscri 
tion of native produce. The C 
contend that the Chinese Corporations, 
dealing only in native products, 
particalarly tea, cannot infringe the 
‘Treaty ; while they argue that it would 
bo ridiculous to suppose that Rassians 
mere given the right to parcbase tea at 
‘Hankow, or elsewhere in China, and to 
sell it ia the New Dominions without 
paying any of the daties or likin to which 
Chinese merchants are liable.

Witbin the last month we 
ed out a very definite plan for the 
of the fands 80 generously provided for 
the relief of famine sufferers. The} 
amonnts are much too large for us to 
give ont Personally, or by our more 
immediate friends, to any good purpose, 
tnd the nombore of thoes is argent need 
in our own district of Hwaiyoan are far' 
larger still, We accordingly went to 
the local Basiness Men's Club, or 
Chamber of Commerce, and asked their 
help in the distribution, In consultation 
ith them we have chosen fifteen wards 
lout of the one hundred and two into 
which the magistracy is divided, taking 
those into which the distress was known 
to be the greatest. ‘They undertook to 
prepare registers of everyone in these 
wards who needed help, putting on the 
liste only the more urgent cases. Then 
to each of these families is given out a 
ticket with the name of the family, the 
number of memberr, and the amount 
of rice which the family receives, 
hich is about 8.3 pounds per persons, 
The ticket is stamped with the seal of 
the district magistrate, and is torn 
from a stab on which the same facts are 
recorded as on the ticket. A. notice 
is posted in each ward, telling the day 

rice is given oat, and on 
that day one of the family comes to 
town, bringing a bsg, and gats bis ri 
the ticket being stamped wi 
et cters meaoing * First it 
tion.” ‘The man who is handling this 
work for us seads me io = copy of the 
for cach ward, written in large 
characters on a notice which we then 
take to the ward in question and post 
in a public place, where everyone can 
see whether or not he is eatithd to 
relief.

We have money in hand for 
fonr of these, ioclnding the oxe already 
made, and doubtless the rest will oome 
in, if we may judge by the rate we 
have received funds this far. There 
are other fands bing given ont 
by the Chinese G rernment, ahich wil 
amount, Tor this magistracy, to a grouter 
amonnt than we propose to use, and the 
people outside these fifteen wards will 
be cared for by them. For the other 
distribations, we hope, at least in part, 
to bay rice aloug the Yangtze, as ‘this 
will greatly help many not receiving 
direct reliet by keeping down the 
price of grain, In fact, the price 
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Of tice took a considerable drop follow- 
ing the first time we distributed. This 
ie a matter of the greatest importance to 
those who are really in need, bat whose 
case is not urgent envagh to put them 
on the lists, 

‘Through « misunderstanding, for 
wbich neither we nor the Chamber of 
Commerce were to blame, the Chinese 
offisial relief, which is given ont by 
Feng Ta-ren, appointed by the Throne, 
has been given ont io the same wards 
which we canvassed and where we made 
oar first distribation, ‘This has relieved 
us of the necessity of making one 
nd wo are taking the rice 
ed and giviog it ont in the five 
that compose the town of Hw 
yuan, and six wards north of the river 
not covered by onr first distribation nor 
by Feng Ta-ren’s. This necessitated 
the extra work involved ia a canvass of 
there wards and making new registers, 
‘Thie was done, as in the other warde, 

by the Chamber of Commerce. When 
the register wan complete, we were told

THE PLAGUE IN 
INDIA. 


A COMPARISON WITH THE 
FAR EAST EPIDEMIO. 
A startliog illastration of the in- 
difference of England towards its great 
Indian dependency is provided by a 
comparison between the plague returos 
from Maocbaria and those from India, 
On Febroary 21 Renter cabled that the 
total number of deaths in the Far East 
since the begioniog of the present 
epidemic was now estimated at 19,000.

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THE PRESS AT 
COUNCIL MEETINGS. 


March 21. 

‘Tux reappearance upon to-day’s 
agenda paper of the Resolution, 
“Phat the Press and public be 
admitted to the meetings of thi 
Council,” is bardly surprising 
the light of recent events. The 
proposal has been made more than 
‘once in previous years. On one 
occasion it was by show of 
hands, but defeated on a poll ; ard 
this fact alone is enough to prove 
that a considerable section of the 
community favours the idea of 
absolute publicity for Council dis- 
cussions. Whether that section 
carries guns enough to win the day 
we have yet to learn. But the 
proposal nesds to be considered 
all the more carefally, because no 
parallel that will exactly fit the 
case of Shanghai oan be quoted 
from elsewhere. When men of our 
Shanghai world, with the responsi- 
bility of public duties on their 
shoulders, elect to work under rales 
differing somewhat from those in 
use in their home lands, it may be 
taken for granted that there is 
reason for their action. When thi 
peraist in the same course through 
as much as three-score years, there 
is ground for this further belief, 
that the reason is sound, and the 
practice based on it not merely 
convenient for the executive but of 
value to the public. It is fifty-seven 
years since the first Municipal Coun- 
cil succeeded the Works Committee 
which looked after roads and jetties. 
During all those years we are 
assured that the number of Coun- 
cillors who have been in favour of 
throwing open their meetings to 
the public and the Press might be 
counted on fewer than the whole’ 
of the ton digits. Against them, 
therefore, there must have been « 
majority of something like fifty to 
one. 

Tt must be remembered that 
Municipal Councils elsewhere desl 
only with purely municipal matters. 
Onr elect find drainage, road-mak- 
ing, and even education simple when 
compared with other problems grow- 
ing out of local environment. 
‘Hence it may be conceded that there 
are solid grounds for a departure 
from the routine of places differently 
sitnated. Here in Shanghai we have 
the interests, and even the idiosyn- 
crasies, of some twenty foreign 
nationalities to consider, to say noth- 
ing of those of the Chinese, with the 
result that some of our public pro- 
blems must partake of the nature 
of those committed to the care of a 
Cabinet rather than to an ordinary

being one and indivisible, the Coun- 
cil forms one entity by itself and 
the community another, and that it 
is quite possible for these two onti- 
ties to be antagonistic. How far 
that feeling is to be eliminal 
admission of the public to meetings, 
of which the inner workings are 
still bound to be kept secret, is a 
doubtfal question. 

The ideal at which Mr. Little and 
his supporters aim has assuredly 
much to commend it. 





But before 
voting for it, ratepayers should ask 
themselves what they may hope to 

in, in proportion to what they 
stand to lose, by a greater measure 
of publicity than that now afforded 
by the Municipal Gazette. Publi 
city did not save Philadelphia, Ne 
York, or West Ham from scandals ; 
‘Tammany has not been made imma- 
culate by a present Press, nor were 
the Acts of Parliament relating to 
the admission of reporters in abey- 
ance when certain End ocour- 
rences led certain councillors to 
gaol. Obviously the presence of the 
Press and of rampant corruption’ 
may be contemporaneous. What- 
ever criticism may be passed upon 
the Shanghai Municipal Connell the 
charge of corruption has never been 
bronght against it, and until the 
circumstances of life in the Far 
East alter considerably from whet! 
they are at present, the better course: 
must be thought to be to let well 
alone. Shanghai is neither England 
nor America,and what, on the whole, 
may be good for them need not ne- 
cossarily be good under the peculiar 
conditions of the International 
Settlement.

Electrical Engineer’s report on the 
propened new River-side Power 
tation should have appeared onl 
on the very eve of the day on whic 
the Council is to seek authorization 
for its construction. The fault is 
no man’s, but the plague which 
compelled Mr. Aldridge to return to 
China by sea instead of by Siberia. 
But in so far as Resolution VIIT 
appears likely to claim for itself « 
leading place among this afternoon's 
discussions, much to be hoped 
that ratepayers will endeavour, in 
the short time at their disposal, to 
make themselves au fait with the 
proposition which the report ox- 
plains with such admirable force 
and clearness. A large part of the 
report is devoted to technical con- 
lorations of the nature of machin- 
bat fg be purchased. These may 
safely be left to experts. Th 
question for the rate} 
is, why such additions 
Conncil’s plant are proposed; and 
to summarize very briefly what 
must be left to speak at length for 
itself, the argument advanced by 


















by| Mr, Aldridge is as follows. Assum- 


ing what nobody will deny, that » 
power station is to be regarded 
‘ purely as a factory for supplying 
electricity at the lowest possible 
cost,” Mr, Aldridge shows, on the 
experieace of the most progressive 
electrical undertakings at Home, 
that the larger the installation, 
cheaper, relatively speaking, 
cost of production and the price to 
consumers. Both in capital cost, 
he points out, and working ex- 
penses, the Riverside Station shows 
a considerable reduction over the 
Fearon Road, and this can’ be 
depended upon to improve as the 
output from the station increases. 
As regards the latter condition, 
Mr. Aldridge looks with confidence 
to the growing demands of the 
large power consumer, the factory 
and the mill. It may be said that 
the work of the Electrioal Engineer 
is already sufficiently well proved 
in Shanghai to save him from any 
accusation of undue optimism or of 
speaking without the book. 
Opposition, therefore, ,as already 
indicated by correspondence appear- 
ing in these colamns, will probably 
confine itself to two main conten- 
tions : that the Council has no busi- 
ness to act as a public purveyor, and 
could make a good bargain by sell- 
ing the entire plant to a private syn- 
dicate ; and that the Council is en- 














deavouring to make, farther nse of 
its exceptional pogition to, eqmpete 
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on unfair terms with private traders 
in the supply of housebold electrical 
requisites. As regards the latter 
argument, the report contains no 
suggestion that the River-side 
Station implies any extension of 
Municipal trading, except in res- 
pect of current for lighting and 
power; and the antagonism to the 
supply by the Council of lamps 
etc. belongs to an entirely separate 
order of things. With regard to the 
sale of the Council’s plant to a pri 
vate Syndicate, we stand on difficalt 
ground. The tendency to substit 
municipal for private enterprise in 
questions of public supply is 

creasing, and not without serious 
misgivings. In England the load 
of municipal debt is already 
matter of grave concern, and the 
extension of bureaucracy in any 
form is a questionable course. But 








once again it mnst be remarked |i 


that Sbanghai is not England. If, 
8 one correspondent points out 


to-day, the Municipal manufactare| w! 


of electricity has not lowered the 
rates, it bas not increased them ; 
and ‘by supplying householders 
with electric light more cheaply 
than it can be obtained elsewhere 
in the Far East and even in the 
majority of English towns, it has 
already justified its existence. So 
long as  bealthy rivalry continues 
to be maintained between gas and 
lectricity, with ample scope, as the 
experience of many towns indicates, 
for both produeta, there seems to 
be no reason for the Settlement to 
part with a fine property ; and the 
corollary, that thut property should 
be improved by all practicable 
means, requires no need of demon- 
stration. 








THE RATEPAYERS’ 
MEETING. 


March 22. 


Tweive months ago we wrote 
that “yesterday's Annual Meeting 
of Ratepayers achieved for itself no 
special place in the history of the 
Settlement.” The same might be 
said again to-day, were there not a 
temptation to believe that the 
Meeting of 1911 may serve asa 
model for brevity and practical 
effect. With but one exception 
the speeches were admirably con- 
cise and to the point, and the whole 
business of the afternoon, which 
included three private resolutions, 
was carried through in four hours. 
Tt was left for Mr. B.S. Little’s 
motion for the admission of 
Press and public to Council meet- 
ings to provide the one touch of 
excitement of the afternoon, and 











for a few minutes it looked as if 
there might aga in 1907, be 
an appeal to the poll; but in the end 
the Resolution was thrown out on 
ision by 133, votes to 97. 
Against one apparent misconception 
on the part of one or two of those 
who spoke against the Resolution 
we may be permitted to protest.

Manicipal Councillors in Shanghai 
are not the same as Munici 
Councillors at Home. Some con- 
cession is due to them as busy 
men primarily engaged in private 

s, and giving of their spare 
time to the public interests of the 
community, As matters stand, they 
can arrange their meetings in the 
manner most convenient to them- 
selves ; and while it should not be 
suggested that any informality 
enters into Council discussions, the: 
alternative of having to come 
to the weekly meeting primed with 
speeches that will bear the hard 
test of verbatim reporting would 
be bardly less unfair than terrify- 
ing to Members. In the long ran 
it cannot be said that the govern- 
ment of Shangbsi is conducted 
with sny conspicuous want of suc- 
cess, very much indeed the reverse; 
and while Shanghai’s Annual 
Parliament continues to satisfy 
the sense of the community, the 
ratepayers will continue to be the 
true legislative body, whose disens- 
sions are reported in full, while the 
Council will retain its character of 
an executive committee, obeying 
instructions by the best means in 
its power. 

Resolution VIII, that by which 
the Council is authorized to proceed 
with the new River-side Power 
Station, went through with consid- 
erably less opposition than bad 
been expected. The well-tried prac- 


















tice of taking portions “of a report 
out of their context to provide argo- 
ments for the other side w: lopted 
with more skill than success. Asm 
unceasing advocate of economy Mr. 
W. V. Drammond has deserved well 
of the community ; but in respect 
of his attitude towards the new 
power station he failed to convince 
his listeners that what ap 
pears to him to be a dangerous 
extravagance was not, in reality, 
pradent provision for future needs. 
Debentures contracted by the 
Electrical Department, as its ac. 
counts clearly indicate, are to be 
regarded in a totally different light 
from debentures incurred for roads 
and bridges. The bogy of Munici- 
pal trading, in so far as the sale of 
small electrical apy is con 

ed, has no relationship to the 
present scheme, which contemplates 
no startling development of the 
much-contested Nanking Road 
showrooms; although, as Mr. 
Pearce pointed out, those show- 
rooms should have justified them- 
selves in the eyes of Shanghai in 
acting as a stimulus to other dealers 
in electrical apparatus, and in 
helping the introduction of the latest 
appliances. The whole purpose of 
the peers Station, for which 
the lund was speciall aired in 
1908, beleegs to The iprogae 
sive policy inaugurated in 1902; 
and the majority of the 
ratepayers held what we believe to 
be the wise view, that they should 
develop a fine property by every 

icuble means in pursuance of 
that policy, and for the further 
lowering of prices. Before leaving 
electrical questions it should be 
mentioned that the Tramway Com- 
pany, whose interests were very 
ably represented by Mr. L. J. 
Cabitt, received a small sop in the 
shape of remission, now and for 
of their annual contribntion 
to road maintenance. On this 
topic, Mr. Drummond, reversing his 
lust year’s réle, came to bless and 
not focurse. The Company, which 
had been refused, a yeos ree when 
it asked large things in a’ great 
welling voice, had learnt its lesson, 
and might well be accorded the 
small thing which it now asked ina 
very modest voice. In point of 
fact, the Company did obtain, a year 
go, @ reduction in the cost of power 
supplied by the Council ; and the 
question presents itself how much 
further this gradual whittling down 
of its obligations is to be pursued 
What kind of dividend a reduction 
of Tis. 7,000 annually is going to 
enable the Company to pay, it is 
dificult to see; and the ‘principle 
of annual sacrifices by Shanghai 
for the benefit of shareholdecs in 
England, who have been careless in 
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the initiel bargain-making, is hardly 
to be encouraged.

IN JAPAN. 
March 23. 

Tar quaint, but traditionally 
correct, step of formally offering 
ir resignation to the Emperor 
‘iction of Kotoka and 
his fellow-socialists, which was 
taken by the Marquis Katsura, 
Premier of Japan, and certain of 
his colleagues, has been followed 
by more genuine manifestations of 
fa belief that responsibility for the 
ime did not rest solely upon the 
criminals. As a matter of course 
the Emperor refused to accept the 
resignation and graciously overlook- 
ed the remissness of the Ministers 
in permitting dangerous ideas to 
develop into a plot against his 
sacrosanct person. While, however, 
their Imperial Master extended his) 
forgiveness to the Ministers, popular 
opinion bas not been so easily 
placated. The opinion has been 
freely expressed that the assamp- 
tion by Marquis Katsura and his 
colleagues of responsibility for the 
jons which led to the plot was 

not, in this case, a formal and 
essentially fictitious confession of 
fault. Popular indignation with the 
plotters is properly unbounded ; but 
the view is widely held, and bas 
found unqualified expression, that) 
the Katsura Ministry is actually 
responsible for the perpetuation 
of conditions that are certain to 
foster the social unrest that has 
manifested itself in Japan of late 
years. Traditional deference to 
authority inherited from the feudal) 
times, and a system of Government 
control and regulation that scarcely 
excludes sumptuary matters, has, 
with the one dramatic exception of 
the Kotokn Conspiracy, prevented 
any marked ebullition of discontent 
with the changed conditions of life 
among the poorer clesses.

Government of the Seiyukai, the 
most powerful party, numerically, 
in the House of Representatives, 
criticism in this connexion has been 
confined to the Nationalists. While 
this criticism may, in consequence, 
have lost somewhat in volume, it 
bas lacked nothing in viralence. 
Speaking in the Lower House on 
March 9, Mr. Muramaten, a 
Nationalist member, declared that 
it was the duty of the Government 
to take measures to prevent the 
population becoming infected with 
dapgerous ideas. The heavy pres- 
sure of taxation laid upon the 
people by the Government, if con- 
tinued longer, might lead, con- 
ceivably, to a repetition of the 
“abominable treason case” The 
Government, he said, proposed such 
palliatives as loans at cheap rates 
to the people and the encourage- 
ment of young men’s associations, 
but such temporizing measures 
would be useless, as dangerous ideas 
were being fomented by the un- 
favourable conditions of life of the 
people. The chief canse of these 
unfavourable conditions was the 
xcessive burden of taxation, Other 
Nationalist members spoke to 
similar effect, and the chief ground 
of the criticism in every case was 
that the Government was devoting 
its attention to other matters, while 
it took no steps to lessen the load 
of taxation under which the people 
were being crushed. For the 
reason already given, the formation 
of an alliance between the Govern- 
ment and the Seiyukai, these 
remonstrances will probably be 
without direct effect, but indirectly 
they may exert considerable in- 
fluence.

it is probable that a regular annual 
contribution will be necessary for this 
Purpose.

You may observe that the usual 
aunual grant of Tla, 4,00 to the General 
Hospital has this year boon raised to Tis. 
10,000 and next yoar will probably 
rise to Tis, 20,000. In explanation 
‘of this increase there has been pub- 
hed an interchange of _ letters! 
between tho Governors of the Hospital 
and the Council, which has to a 
certain extoot ‘indicated the basis 
which ia proposed for this year and for 
the futuro, But before you pass this 
appropriation I am particularly anxious} 
to make it clear to what you aro 
pledging yourselves, In the Hospital] 
‘Trust Deed it will be soon that you have 
the right to olect annually four of the 
nine Governors, and tothose four Gover- 
nors you are entitled to look for just the 
‘samo responsible stewardship of your 
funis as you do to your Council or the 
Sub-Committeos who work with thom. 
‘Therefore, I am confident that you will 
agree that any sum you vote for pur- 
poses of the Genoral Hospital may be| 
regarded as exactly upon the same 
basis as the annual appropriations you 
make for the Victoria Nursing Home| 
or any other of the purely Municipal 
Hospitals, Wo all of us desire to 200 
tho General Hospital complete and 
adequate to moet the Settlement’s neods. 
We know that without call upon 
Municipal funds the Governors have 
succeeded in building one half of the 
now Hospital, and we can roaliso their 
vory legitimate desire to see the buil 
completed. The proposal that they 
have made ia that the money should be! 
borrowed from their bankers, and tho! 
interest guaranteed by yourselves and| 
the French Settlement in thei proportion 
‘of two to one. Financially spea! 
thie transaction is the exact equivalent] 
of the raising of debentures for Hospital| 
purposes by the two Councils, except] 
that, under the present proposal, 
may be possible bereatter that the! 
Hospital reooipts will of thomsolves be! 
sufiicient to defray the interest on the 
loan at the Bank and in tho still further} 
future re-psy that loan entirely. The 
scheme in my opiniov, Gentlemen, bas 
everything to recommend it, so long as 
you uoderstand that in passing this 
vote to-dsy you aro holding the Bank 
guaranteed against loss.

MUNICIPAL LOANS, 

‘The Loan we propose this year is for 
‘s minimum period of ten years and a 
maximum poriod of thirty yours, which 

wwolves some change from all formor 
Loans. ‘The change has two advantages; 
the investor ia sesured that he will not 
have to change his investment under 
ton yoars; and the ratepayors will only 
Lave to provide one-tbirtioth of the 
mount snoually for purposes of depr 
tion instead of one-twentieth. 

‘This may be looked upon as tending 
towards weakening the Council's fioan- 
cial position; but the matter bas bad 
considerable attention at the bands of 
the Finanoe Committees, and the Fio-| 
‘ance Committeo finds that the average 
fe of Public Works ‘for which 
Municipal Loans are raised is upon a 
most convervative basis, more than 
forty yours. It, therefore, appears that 
in increasing the period from twenty to 
thirty yoars the Rate 
properly lightening 
burden, 

There is another point closely con- 
nected with Loans upon which I must 
touch, and that is the amount to be set 
aside during 1911 for redemption. This 
question also has exercised the minds! 
of the Finance Committee during the 
past few months, with the result 
which is set out in the Lotroduc- 
tion to tha Budget. The policy fol- 
lowed heretofore has been com. 
plicated by the fact that while 
the amount calculated each year has 
been the correct proportion of each 
outatanding Loan, the total has neces- 
sarily been applied in the redemption of 
the loan longest outstanding. We 
have followed the Trossurer’s advice in 
this matter: we have published his 
report bearing on the subject, and bs;

EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE, 

‘There is only one item in the whole 
of the Budgot of Extraordinary Ex- 
penditure to which I am going to allude, 
for the remainder is shown in detail 
amplified still further 
tho explanatory notes which precede 
the Statement. The item to which I 
allude one which bas been in the 
Budget, I think Iam correct in saying, 
for four successive yoars : it is the Bund 
over the Yangkingpang. After 
much wearisome negotiation, and a 
mountof detailed discussion, 
arrived at an understanding 
with the French Couneil and thu two 
Tramway Companies, each of whom will 
pay one fourth of the cost of the bridgo ; 
‘wo have called for tenclers, and we hope 
the bridge will be begun at once, My 
own private opinion ia that tho gain 
that will accrue to the two Companies 
by incressed earnings when joint run- 
ning becomes an accomplished fact will 
be very considerable, and to me it has 
slways been « matter for surprise that 
#0 much time hasbeen wasted in prelim- 
inary discussions. Discussion between 
the two Companies I understand ia still 
going on and between now and the 
completion of the structure wo shall 
doubtless hear more as to the division 
of the “spoil,” whoa joint running 
arranged betweon the two Tram 
Companios, As to this, I do not desi 
to prejudice any discussion which the 
new Council may have as to the part 
which it should play in tho matter, and 
Ido not wish to say anything on the 
subject which may bind my successors, 
But as the Council's intorost is a per 
contege on the takings of our Tramway 
Company, my knowledge of our Com- 
pany teaches mo that the Council may 
confidently loave thoso interosta in that 
Company's hands, 

















































CONCLUSION. 


Mr. Chairmen and Gentl 
I sit down I feel bound to mal 
to a meoting which took place between 
three of your Council and s number 
of prominent Chinese reprosentatives 
on November 16. Some amusement was 
caused in the Settlement when it was 
learnt that the meeting eat for six hours 
without intermission, and it hae been 
since, that the 
meoting havo borne 
Pat in that way, the statement 
fectly true. We agreed with those 
Chinese as to what should be done if 
human cases of Plague continued, and, 
as you know, such bas not been the caso, 
But I think that meoting really meant 
very much more. To me it moant 
thi,—that in tho admis 
this Settlement with a native popula- 
tion approsching half a million, it 
cannot be very long before some re- 
presentative Chinese must be taken 
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into our counsels, It is straws which 
tell you the way the wind is blowing, 
and I notios at this moment two straws. 
Tho firat is that in educatioval matters 
we do as a fact make use of the services 
of two prominent Chinese residents, 
‘and the second is that when we were 
confronted with difficulties connected 
with sanitation wo were impelled to 
adopt « similar course. 

It would be unfair of me to remind 
you that when it was suggested that «| 
permanent Consultative Committes of 
Chinese should be constituted, an 
adverse Resolution on the subject was, 
carrivd with ouly ten dissentients. 
There have been occasions when that 
advorse voto has boon regretted, and 
unless the Councils and the Ratepayers 
in the future walk with discretion those 
‘occasions for regret will be more fre- 
quent. 

You will recollect that a former 
Chairman of Council, Mr. Anderson, 
before he left Shanghai a fow weeks 
ago, wrote « lettor to the papers setting 
forth the lines on which, in his opinion, 
‘the increase in municipal work should 
be met. I fully endorse the policy be 
advocated of adding to the number of 
‘subsidiary Committees, and more eape- 
cially the inclusion of Chinese 
upon these Committees, ‘Thie 
tor which sbould be taken in hand 
while there is yot time for you yolua- 
tarily to admit the justice of my con- 
tention from the point of view of our 
Chinese fellow residents, aud you should 
not wait until pressure is brought to 
boar upon. 

As this is tho Inst time I sball ad- 
ress you ou Munioipsl matters in 
general I bave taken leave to give you 
what I rogard as 8 vory serious 
of advice, With those remarks, Ladies 
‘and Gentlomen, I leave the Budget for 
1911 in your hands. (Applause.)

A yoar ago I spoke to you on this 
subject ; an application was then made 
to the Ratepayers in the form of & 
resolution which covered more than 
this ono item, At that time you did 
‘not see your way to grant tho applica- 
tion which was made, but the chief op- 
ponent of that resolution was Mr. Drum- 
mond who concluded his romarks by 
saying “Lot us wait for a year and 
see what happons and then let the 
Ratepayers have a free hand to discuss 
the matter once more.” That period 
of probation, ladies and geutlomen, 
has now passed and I come before 
you once more for the cousideration 
‘of the minor item of those which 
‘were put before you last year. 
Tt may soem to you strange that 
wo should ask for so little, but T 
think when you consider the opposition 
that was brought forward last year, it 
would be presumptive on our part to 
[suppose that you were going to change 
your mind all at once. Now we have 
jasued during the Inst day or two = 
small pamphlet for the purpose of 
making known to Ratepayers certain 
particulars which it is very hard to 
bear in mind unless they are put upon 
paper and which if confined in a speech 
would be very tiresome and probably 
very difficalt to follow. ‘Tho main item 
as rogarde figures, in this pamphlot 
comprised on the back which ix 
printed from the subject matter inside. 
‘Those figuros are comparisons of con- 
tributions to the Council from various 
public companies and I need hardly nay 
that I think that they are sot forth in 
rathor @ striking manner, and not, I 
want you to undorstand, for the purpose 
of “grousing” at other companies in any 
way at all, bit merely to show you the 
position as it stands. All these figures 
ean be and have boon veritied. They 
ro not imaginary figures. You 
will s00 there that the contributions 
from the Tramway Co, have been 
vory considerable. Road maintenance 
lest yoar, which is tho subject of 
this amendment, was Tis, 6,938.12 
approximately that amount 
what is calculated in the present 
Budget. If that itom be eliminated 
‘you will atill have Tis, 37,772 a8 a con- 
tribution to the Couucil from the 
‘Tramway Co. as against a combined 
contribution from all other companies 
of Tle. 27,990. The other companice 
fare all older than we are, and arc_upon 
‘8 paying basis, We are not at proseut. 
I do not want to dwell upon that, I 
‘will merely call your atteution to the 
other Sgures which include the loss on 
depreciation of copper coinage which 
we cannot unfortunately avoid, but 
which is not incurred by other com- 
panies. The object with which the 
‘Tramway Co. sot out was of course in 



























































other companies. But it was cousider- 
ed that n very ccnsideruble relief to 
traffic would be found by carrying large 
numbers of passengers in one vehicle 
instead of in carcisges and ricshas, 
Dealing with these questions of traffic 
and as showing that some progress bi 

beon msde towards the object in view 
Colonel Bruce says, in his annual report. 
‘The superior efficiency of the Tramway 
carriage, as compared with that of all 
other vehicles eu .aged in @ similar ca- 
pacity, is indisputable. . . . Itcan hardly 
proved to 
og the con- 
gested traffic on the thoroughfares 
through which they run.” That is I 
think, Indies and gentlemen, very valu- 
‘able testimony to the fact that the 
Company is doing what it set out to 
do. Itean hardly be realized what « 
large number of passengers travel in 
these cars. The number carried last 
year was 18,751,000—183 millions 
people carried over = road mileage 
of only sixteon miles. There are 
106 miles of road in this settlement, 
ouly sixteon of which are covered 
by tho Tramway Company and yet 
the Compacy has carried eighteen and 
three quarter millions of people in 
oue year. I think that is a very effec. 
tive commentary on the remarks of 
Colonel Bruce. I believe that the people 
travelling in these teams are, geverally 
speaking, very well, satisfied. Imagine 
for ® moment that number of passer 
being oarried in wheeled 
mostly in ricshas. Consider the in- 
conveniecee of such a traffic to 
nothing of the wear and tear of th 
roads, which is your chief poiat, in fact 
I think that our trafic had reached « 
point when it was absolutely neorssary 
to do something to relieve the con- 
‘gestion of the road 
tho Tramway Comp 
Company, as you know, which I thiuk 
is a matter for regret, but it is not to 
be supposed that because it ie not a 
local Company that itis of no benefit 
to local industry and local employment. 
‘The amount of wages paid by the 
‘Tramway Company last year to local 
employees was $170,000 sud that 
represents a very groat deal of employ- 
meut aod ss there has been no dividend 
paid by this Company the whole of the 
money which as beeu received hes 
been in circulation in Shanghai. The 
‘amount of money which has been spent 
‘ou capital account during the your was 
$100,(00 and the very large majority of 
those dollars have been spent in Shaog- 
hai, As you know there is a new 
car-shed and new office being built at 
in order that the service may 
‘be impro That, of course, is all 
local labour, We have, during the yoar, 
put many trailor care on tho roads. 
The first two cars were got from 
Eugland as it was necessary to have 
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ears have been buil: in SI 
a8 possible, that is to say, wheels, aud 
‘and things like that, which cannot 
ighai, must be imported 
‘encouraging industry 
‘and, of course, that policy 
will be followed out. This eacourge- 
ment of these industries is » matter of 
permanent benefit. As the Tramway 
Company’s business prooseds, further 
care will be wanted, there will be no

That point that 
he referred to, specially, was that every- 
thing should be left over uatil this 
your, and this yoar, 1911, the rate- 
payers should have an absolutely free 
hand in dealing with tho matter. 
that position I entirely adhere. Now, 
T waut to say a few things to you about 
this Company and its work, and about 
the proposal that Mr. Qubitt has 
brought forward, Iu the first place I 
may say that I am of opinion that this 
Company has made two big blunders, 
They are more or less continuing 
blunders; one of them, at any 
cate, is continuing now. It has affected 
the sympathy of my mind to some 
extent in connexion with this Company 
and it may have affvoted some of yours. 
I want to tell you exactly what these 














two points are and explain how 
[fool about thom. The first bluoder, I 
think, that this Company made was 


that it did not bay the electric works 
whon it started work. I think it ought 
to have done that, Ifit bad done that, 
it could have got its power at cost 
price, and that is an enormous element 
in the working of a teamway company, 
If you have to pay a forced rate and a 
fixed price to somebody else for your 
power, it hiaudicaps you vory heavily. 
If you create your owa power you run 
your tramway at cost price. You sell 
the rest at what price you like or what 
price you oan get, but you run your 
tramway at absolute cost price, and that 
enables you to ran it a good deal 
cheaper. I beliove there is « good deal 
to be said on this subject, I think the 
Council at the time didimpose a very full 
price and somewhat onerous terms upon 
the Company. Ic is not my business or 
yours now to go into the pros and cous 
of that question ; it is past history, but 
at any rate the Company failed to buy it 
and the Council did not soll it. The 
Company has still to take its power 
from tho Council, and the Council 
owns the electric works. I think that 
Company would bave beon much 
wiser in ite own interest if, even 
when it failed to buy the electric 
works, it bad never ceased trying 
to get them, and it might 
have been doing that for the 
Inst four yoars, and if it had done 
that persistently and steadily and 
tried to come to terms, I think it 
might have succeeded. That is my first 
statement to you of s blunder. The 
secoud blunder that I think the 
Company made is this: the Com- 
pany should have formed itself as 3 
local Company. It is » London 
Company. In that way I it 
would have obtained « great deal more 
sympathy than it ever has obtained. 
Putting it from s very stiff and hard 
point of view it comes to this, that 




































the Company by working in Londou has 
two great difficulties to contend against, 
In the first place it has very heavy 
expenses in Loudon. I took the liberty, 
last year of pointing that out, and I 
think I'am rather glad to bo able to 
‘aay to you that I saw from this pam- 
phlet that the Directors had reduced 
their feos to half, That is a vory oon- 
siderable reduction and it helps the 
Company. But still, thero is 9 very 
heavy expense in London, and I 
think quite an unnecessary expense, 
Secondly, there is what is even more 
important, there is « difficulty in hand- 
ling this Company. It is « purely local 
Company with lots of pointe rising 
constantly. You can sec how that 
mast be the oase, and it cannot dos! 
with anything without applying to 
London for consent. Well, now, how 
cloar it is that that must handicap any 
company. Therefore I say that the Com- 
pany onght to havo ‘started originally 
28 8 local company, it ought to have 
done so, at fany rate, afterwards, 
and it ought to do #0 now, The 
sooner it becomes a Bhangbai Com- 
pany with a Board of Direotors bere, 
with no London expenses, the better it 
will be for the Company and everybody 
connected with it. Well, now, these aro 
‘two bluoders, that, I think, I ought to 
point out and I think that I have done 
#0 as concisely as I Tho noxt 
thing is to deal with the sctual point 
before you, the amendment proposed 
by Mr. Cubitt, which is simply to the 
effect that we shall consent to waive 
the road maintenance which comes to 
practically Tis. 7,000 8 your—a trifling 
‘sum for tho treasury of this place but » 
serious sum for a Company that cannot 
make « dividend or a cont of return. 
Thorofore, tous you ask for « small con- 
cession.

—an angry and controversial dispute 
between technical authorities which 
nobody wanted to read and which tend- 
ed to make people sogry. This your, 
all that bas disappeared and they oomo 
forward with a modest demand just 
recently published in a little pamphlet, 
‘There is no angry quarreling, but a 
brief succinct statement of the facts for 
your consideration. It is indeed an 
enormous improvement on Jast year's 
policy. Last year as I told you, and 
truthfully evidently, the bogey of bank- 
ruptoy was raised. It was hinted that 
if the Company did not get all the relief 
it wanted, it would probably have to go 
bankrupt, the concern would broak up, 
jor any rate the Company, could not 
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maintain a nice, satisfactory service for 
this community. This year, what 
sw case? All that bas dissp- 
peared. There is no talk of that sort, 
no veiled bint. Last yoar, there were 
heavy London expenses and this year, 
the directors’ fees at any rato are 
eut down quite balf. Last yoar 
three large concessions were asked 
of, this year one very modest con- 
cession oly is asked for. Put all 
these things together, you see that the 
company learned its lesson from last 
year aod manfully now comes forward 
and places itself in position to win 
your sympathy. To my mind, at apy 
rato, that created 














What is the present position? The 
Company has suffered enormous lovs in 
exchange, unexpected by both sides and 
from which other companies are free. 
They lost, last your, by doprociation 
alone Tis, 155,184, a thing which hand 
Company and no other, 
‘Surely that ina fact that you, in fairness, 
can bear in mind, Then, there is another 
point in the present position to look 
at, [tis a manifestly important fact 
to note for the company that the 
contributions by the other three local 
companies which work the roads, gas, 
water and telephone bave only given 
Tie, 27,990; to our Municipal Treasury, 
while the Tramway Co. have given Tis.

The object of this 
showroom is primarily to bring to 
the notice of the public the most 
up-to-date electric appliances, partio- 
ularly those for Heating, cooking and 
power. Another object was to onable 
our consumers to procure high class 
Jamps at reasonable prices. It is not 
the idea that the showroom as such ib 
‘expected to be run on any paying basis, 
Dut we regard the indirect and educe- 
tional influence which auch a place has 
on the general public, as « valuable 
assot for increasing the sale of electri- 
city. I may tell you that in 1909 we 
only sold 4,800 units for heating and 
cooking, whilst last yoar the unite sold 
for similar purposes amounted to 19,918, 
or over 300 por cont more, When I tell 
you that we could have hired out from 
four to five timos as|many electric radi 
tore had wo, or others in the place, had 
thom in stock, you will uuderstand how 
this pew departure,is likely to benefit 
the department, Tho additional profit 
in uot desiredon the actual hiring out of 
those applianoes, bat on the increased 
sales of electricity which they create, 

With regard to the sale of lamps, 
We do not look to this branch of the 
business to bring @ profit. The 
object of selling lamps is, as I explain- 
‘ed to you last yoar, to enable our cou- 
sumer to obtain high class lamps at 
reasonable prices, and gonerally im- 
prove the standard of incandescent 
Jamps in Shangbai. In this wo claim 
to have succeeded, for our records show 
that there are not noarly so many com- 
plaints received regarding unsstisfsc- 
tory lighting as formerly. This can be 
directly traced to the geeral improve- 
mont in the quality of the lamps now 
purchaseable in Shanghai. We have 
no desire, neither do we attempt to 
prevent ourconsumersbuying limps from 
whowsoever thoy may choose, but we 
think that the fact of consumers being 
able to buy good Iamps direct from us 
hhas stimulated uther suppliers to sell 
aupotict lamps, and therefore the object 
which we set ourselves to obtain when 
wo inaugurated the lamp supply busi- 
ness has, I venture te think, beeu fully 
realized.

community as a whole, I should like 
you to mark that exception. Now, 
Gentlemen, not only are the prosent 
Council opposed to this resolution, bus 
the Council of 1911 hold similar views 
‘and baving been elected without any 
stipulation being in force sou cannot 
expect them to carry it out. Gontle- 
men, I wonld ask you to treat thie

been away from it for one day. I may 
asy that in addition to working for my 
ily and myself I have also worked 
for the good of thie community. I have 
sorved nineteen years in the Shanghai 
Voluntcers andl was for two years in 
the Fire Brigade, I think you will admit 
that that is one man’s share. For more 
than ninoteon years I have been in bus- 
iness at No 22 Nanking Road, and prov. 
ious to the starting of the tramway com- 
pany I alway managed to get sufficient 
out of my business to keep my family 
and myself and to keep clear of dobt. 
‘Asscon as the tramways started run- 
ning my business began to fall off, and 
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it has fallen off to such an extont that 
I havo had to give up my business and 
iook {for other employment, That I 
think is rather s bard undertaking. 
My business has been the only ono of 
its kind in that psrt of Nanking Road 
for over nineteen years and I have dealt 
mainly in Iadies, and  hildren’s goods, 
Since the tramway lines have been laid 
there has been no room for carriages 
to come to my store and consequently 
my business has fallen off. ‘The conse- 
quence is that no carriages come to the 
place now and if they do come thoy 
have to leave the ladies and then go 
two or three hundred yoards away 
from the store to wait. It is only 
reasonable that Indies should go to 
other places where they can leave their 
carriages directly outeide the door, 
Take day this for example. 
You could not expect, and we do not 
expect, that a Iady wishing to come to 
my store, would leave her carriage at 
Kiangse or Szechuon Road and walk in 
the wet to my place to eee what thi 
Ihave, As I say Ido not expect them 
to do this; they could not doit. When 
the tramway schome was laid before 
the ratepayers in 1906 the original 
plan was for s single line through 
the narrow part of the Nanking Road. 
‘That would have been all right for my 
business. It would not have caused 
any trouble to me, but no doubt it 
would have been very inconvenient for 
the Tramway Cv, and for all the rate- 
payers who make uso of the trams, 
The scheme was for one line to run 
through this narrow part of the road 
with loops above and below it and with 
another line running off up Kiangeo 
Road. I thivuk that in granting the 
laying of the double line the Council 
were acting in the best interests of tho 
community. The only trouble is that 
tho gonoral public have benefited and I 
have lost. All the customers who 
‘uso the trams are carried past my door 
and the cars step opposite other stores, 
and it is only natural that people should 
go inside instead of coming back aud 
looking for what they want at my 
place. I think from what I ha 
said that you will toe the justice 
of my request. If the majority of 
the community benefit by tho tram- 
ways running this double Jine and 
I have lost, it is only right that I 
should ask some compensation for my 
Joss. The Muuicipsl Treasury receives 
& very good revenue from the Tramway 
Company, who paid for the roads, I 
also pay for the rosds but I get no 
benefit. Ido not think that it is neces- 
sary for me to labour the matter and 
to say anything further to this justice 
loving commnnity.

falling victims to these diseases is to 
have your honse in order. The germa 
ot chal yphoid fever, and 
plag positively live apoo gross 
aod palpable dirt, and wherever they 
sastain themselves there will filth bo 
fonnd most gross and palpable, and 
they may be exterminated by the 
removal of that filth, Even those 
commanicable disrases sach as small- 
pox, scarlet fever, tabsrcalosia and 
diphtheria, which can soarcely bo said to 
live entirely upon uncleanliness, but 
attack men as men, are all sggravated 
thereby. Their tendency to spread io 
increased and their fatality beight- 
ened. It is too often the castom 
to throw refaso oatside in the 
raiaity of as dwelling, so that = 
heap of decomposing matter ool- 
lects and remains to give off injarious 
smells and organisms into the air, 
Remember that it pays to be cleanly 
‘and bealtby, If your house is damp, 
dark, and badly ventilated, be dissatie- 
fed ‘with it and get » more habitable 
one, ‘The bayer makes the market.

CENTRAL CHINA 
FAMINE RELIEF. 


Dr. Junkin writes from North 
Kiangsu under date of March 14: To- 
night a young man whom I have known 
for a long time, who lives near one 
cof our conntry chapels, came in here 
to see me and told me that bis old 
mother was lying dead on a boat in 
the canal. He has been a refogee at 
Nankiog for several months with this 
old mother, ‘They were sent back with 
officials.

‘These returning refugees are ia truly 
pitifal condition, Famine fever is al- 
ready among them and quite a oomber 
aro dying on the boats or along the 
roadsides, The officials bave given them 
some road money, to be sure, but it is 
not enough to feed them and they suffer 
beyond description from cold, hunger, 
sickness and crowded condition. I was 
told by one party the other day that 
four bad died on their bost and they 
had left six or eight other sick and 
starving ones in an old temple by the 
way, to die there, Another young man, 
whom I knew very well, came by 
Buchien the other day and appealed to 
me for help. He was sick 3 
‘Many others were sick on the same 
boat, An old kinsman whom he was 
helping home bad died. He said’he 
did not dare let the bot people know 
‘the old man was dead, bat jast let him 
lie wrapped up in a quilt aa if be were 
asleep, ‘They bad only one more day's 
journey on the boat, and they would 
wait till the journey was finished to 
have their quarrel with the boatm 
Several others in the crowd had died, 
and, where the boatmen bad found it 
out, they had made a big racket, 

‘A great many of these retarning 
refugees can hardly walk. I met a 
poor fellow the other day tottering along. 
polling barrow laden with « part of 
his family, pasbed by snotber fellow 
almost as baddly off as he was, and as 
they passed me, he called out in » voice 
that rang in my ears and with «look in 
his face that I can see yet: “ Are we 
in time? Any relief grain left ?" 

All of these people passing through 
Yaowan who have tickets proving that 
they are bona fide refugees can. get help 
from our office bere. But they do not 
get nearly enough. Many of them can- 
not possibly manage to live on what 
they get from both our Committee and 
the Government Relief Office. Some) 
of them are too far gone already to 
recover. A. whole family of eix or seven 
whom we helped the other day looked 
to me like they could not survive to 
reach their home, twenty miles from 
here scross country,

Health is of quite modern date. It bas 
taken Western natiore a long time to 
jive at their present condition, which 
far from perfect. 
China is only now at the begioning 
of great reforms, and to those who 
know ber the surprise is to see so much 
slcendy accomplished.
